0:30 last night that iho Emperor had be- 
come unable to take food in any slmpo, and 
that Dr. Mackenzie liad tried in vain to 
feed him by a tube. Medical exports uro 
inclined to btlllcvo that the Emporor will 
gradually dio of exhaustion, but tha physl- 
ciaus in attendance expect that tho death 
agony will como soon after midnight. 


About 8 o'clock tho Emperor suffered 


from 
successive convuls»-o fits and 


Swoons, and this probably accounts for 
reports

agony had 
already begun. Tho Em- 


peror'B power to clear his throat by 
coughing- decreases. When lying down lie is 
apathetic; at other times ho is fully con- 
scious. Early this afternoon, wliilo reclin- 
ing- in an arm chair, he wrote .1 'civ 1'uro- 
well words to Prince Bismarck. At'tenvnrd 
ho took a sip of Jood through the tube, a 
littlo cocaine being adicir.istcced.

It is not an un- 
common thing lor tho Chinese soldiers tooat 
the call of llerco animals for tho purpose of 
increasing their courage. Their ideas con- 
cerning digestion and assimilation of fobfl 
aro equally misty. 


Sickness is as ofton ascribed to the 


agency ot ovil spirits aa to natural causes. 
But if health results from the rtghf propor- 
tions of theilvc elements—flro, eartS,'metal, 
wood and water—that go to make up tho 
human form divine, tho wrong proportions 
of the same will bring about all sorts ol dis- 
eases, 


The Chinese have, accordingly, two classes 


of doeloro—ono that makes a s^oiialty of 
diseases caused by evil spirits, and tho 
other that comprises all regular practition- 
ers, whoso dutj1 is to restore tho flvo ele- 
ments to their normal portions. 


Tho confidence placed in tho diagnostic 


virtues of the pulso is unlimited. The radial 
pulso is not the only ono depended upon, 
but thoro aro throe places on tho right 
wrist where the pulso is fol t, and tho swno 
number on tho left. Chinese doctors dis- 
tinguish twenty-four different kinds of 
pulso beats. According as tho pressure is 
light or heavy thoy aro enabled to diagnose 
tho stalo of tho organs. Tho right wrist 
gives information concerning tho condition 
of tho heart and intostincs, and tho lofteoa- 
cornlug tho condition of tho stomach and 
lungs. 


Tho sldn is considered to rank in impor- 


tance next to tho pulso. Names aro given 
to almost overy square inch of It. Honco 
Chlnoeo doctors nre especially liberal with, 
poultices and plasters. Not Infrequently 
tho plaster that has effected a cure is pasted 
ou tho wall of n doctor's office. The num- 
ber ot such plasters indicate tho quality of 
tho practitioner and tho extent of his ex- 
perience. 


Chinese doctors aro also very liberal with 


tholr closes of medicine. In this matter oi 
BizotheyurO catering to tho public tasto, 
for their patient is not pleased with, either 
simple or small (loses. His medicine must 
1)0 compounded of tit least five different 
drugs, in quantities large enough to havo a 
telling effect. 
Hence tho Chinese havo 


neither respect nor uso for homeopathbts. 
No sugar-coated P'11* for them. Tho blackei 
and thicker tho mixture tho better aro they 
suited. Tho clBcacy of a doso is in direct 
proportion to its steo and nauscousnoss. 


The ingredients used in tho art of healing 


are mainly vegetable substances, of which 
cinnamon and ginseng aro -tho most costly 
and highly prized. But mineral substances, 
such as plumbago, sulphato of copper, calo- 
mel, arsenic and rod precipitate are just as 
often prescribed. 
In addition to these, 


various animal substances aro deemed valu- 
able for healing purposes. 


The Chinese medical profession may bo 


said to bo self-taught, for they did not learn 
their art. in schools of medicine under flia- 
tinguished specialists. They are mostly^ 
scholars \vho liuvo failed to pass tho Gov- 
ernment competitive examinations and aro 
too lazy to teach. Tho perusal of several 
standard and ancient medical books is suffi- 
cient to qualify a man for practice. 
Ho 


hangs out his sign and trusts to chance to 
procure him his first patients and to luek 
in his experiments on thorn. Unless ho 
prescribes doad'.y drugs he is just as likely 
to cure as to kill. In the former case Dame 
Nature deserves all tho credit. However, 
liis specifics are almost sure to heal certain 
simple ailments. 


There arc fashionable doctors as well as 


hacks among the Chinese Galens. The 
former novor go out oxcopt in Sedan chairs, 
and tho largo 1'ccs whkih they have a right 
to expect aro handed them wrapped up in 
red pupcr on their departure. The hacks' 
fees are sometimes made dependent on 
their success. As Cliinese ladies are not 
ponr.it'tcd to bo seen by strange men, they 
nro shielded from view by a curtain with 
tho exception ot then1 wrists, thrust out to 
bo felt by the physician. 


The patient nlso pays for tho hire of the 


Sedan chair, according to the distance ho 
has como. The doctor does not present his 
till or demand a certain sum for his ser- 
vices ; he accepts whatever is given, him. 
But If he thinks ho has been underpaid ho 
will bo " busy" tho next time you have oc- 
casion to summon him. His fees vary from 
tea cents to several dollars lor each visit. 


The successfully dosed patient often 


evinces his gratitude by presenting his doc- 
tor with roast pigs and a wooden certificate, 
two or more fcot long and correspondingly 
wide, bearing appropriate inscriptions. The 
doctor is thereon likened to tho Chinese 
Esculapius, Wah Fob, or to some almost 
equally potent healing divinity. 
These 


board certificates adorn tho front entrance 
of a doctor'e houie and aro tho best kind of 


advertising known in the far East. On tho 
other hand, tho physician whose stupidity 
is supposed tc have killed a patient ni»y 
have signs and certificates broken to pieces 
by tho lattar!s angry friends. Intnatcaso, 
it is better for the man to leave town .if to, 
has any regard for his safety.

The Chinese are no better prepared to per- 


form surgical operations than thoy aro to 
deal with Internal ailments. S:ill,.thoy pull 
teeth with groat success and littlo pain] 
understand how to open a tumor or to re- 
duce fractures by pressure and the applica- 
tion of bandages". Acupuncture was prac- 
ticed by them in remote ages and is still-in" 
vo£ue. In A. D. 1027 two figures of men.' 
were made to show whore the needle could 
bo inserted without touching tho vital parts. 
A Dutch surgeon introduced this practice^ 
into Europe in tho seventeenth century. 
They have also tried their hand at makmg-- 
artiiicial teeth, which are fastened to tho 
natural teeth. Ivory hao been employed in 
their manufacture.

Massage,- or kneading of tho muscles of;

cient. Barbers cotnSino it with tho busi- 
ness of shaving and queue braiding.

Tho American patent medicine man baa' 


his prototype in China, generally to bb,found 
in front ot temples and in public squares., 
Though not so audacious,as the American,, 
ho is equally mendacious in proclaiming,tho 
unapproachable virtues ot his nostrums: 


A'Chinese lady had a ool.e removed, after 


this fashion:'. By means ..of a brush »littlo. 
caustic was laid on the mole, .whore. It, re-. 
malned1 for an. hour. .The skin about'.tha; 
molo turned black after a day or;wo, and:' 
in a week camo off, dragging the'molo'- 
along with it und leaving a hardly percepti- 
ble scar behind. Tho fee charged was ten 
cash—equivalent to ono cent in American 
money.

"Wily tlio American Government Bought 
tho Territory Irom Kiissln. 


Prof. G-eorgo P. Wilcox. of Chicago, re-

The nails of infants aro regarded with 


peculiar [attention In many lands, says tho 
Chicago Xctra. 
It is generally though,, 


throughout Europe that they must noo-DO 
cut at all until the child has attained a ccr- 
tarnage. In ono part of Franco it is said 
that they must not bo trimmed at all, or tno 
child will grow slowly; in another thnt it 
will not learn to talk soon; in another, taat 
it will uo a thief; in another, that cutting' 
thorn before the child is seven years old will, 
destroy its wit, wliilo tho limit in still an-' 
other part of tho same country is but ono 
year. In Germany and in parts of England 
it is said that tho child will Become a, thief 
if its nails arc cut whilo at the breast, and 
it is prescribed both in these countries and' 
in France that they should bo bitten oK, 
preferably by tho mother. 


The Jewish Talm'jd forbids the Jews to 


leave nail-parings on tho ground. 
They 


should bo burned or hidden away. Another 
old work says: " He who uums tho parlags 
of tho nails is a pious man; lie who buries 
tUoni'iscauallyso; but no who casts tliera 
upon tlie earth is an impious man." Maay 
Jiiif's stiil carefully burn or bury these out- 
tings. These are taken, inclosed between 
two bits of wood, and consumed. Tbo rea/-' 
son alleged is 'that tao body should be 
Burned or buried, and that nail-parings, bo-, 
ing left above ground, tho soul of tho pos-' 
scssor will wander abroad after his death. | 
In Norway they are burned, or else ono will 
have to gather tho pieces on tlio last day. 


The ancient Edda of tho Scandinavians 


tells of a great ship, Naglfar, whicli will ap- 
pear at tho last day. It is made ol dead 
men's nails, and parings should not _be 
thrown away, nor Bhould any ono die With,; 
unparcd nails, "for lie who dios so supplies 
material toward tlio building of that vessel, 
which gods and men will wish were finished] 
a's lato as possible.'' It is still a point of be-, 
liei in Iceland that tho nails nust bo cut In. 
thrfeo pieces, or tho devil-will make a ship! 
ol them. A legend reports that his Satanic. 
majeslyVin order to injure man, obtained^ 
permissiqji to uso tho cuttings from tho 
nails, when tlioy were left whole. 


Tbercjirc many curious beliefs in regard, 


to tno'manner in which tho nails should Uo; 
cut. Ho who lias the bad habit of paring 
them frequently will have no good luck, say; 
Andalusiar wiseacres, and he who cuts them; 
oi'er afire, allowing tho parines to drop in to 
it, will become a fool. In Iceland it is be- 
lieved tliat any one turning toward the north 
wbilo trimming his nails will die soon. Nor- 
wegian peasants say you must use the knife 
with vrhich you trim your nails to cut sortc- 
trJng elso before putting it away. If yon 
cut with it three times into wood, you aro 
ffeo from any danger of sorcery. Arabs 
pronerly regard it as bad tasto to bite tho 
Calls. 
In Moray it was formerly a practice, to 


cut the nails of hands flud feet of a sufferer 
from consumption, and to put them in a 
piece cnt from his garments. This was then 
turned thrice about the head saying: "Dels 
soil," and buried in n secret-pot. -It is cur- 
rently believed in Oldenburg that, if you 
mix nail-parings with effgs,-aml feed them 
to chickens or wild fowl, they will carry 
away any disease possessed Dy tha person 
from whom tto nails were cut. In Franco 
it was once uolieved that paring tha nails 
sbortencd the sight.- 


InKorway, it is said that sorcerers or 


elves make oJ tho cuttings of nails that aro 
•carelessly thrown aside, balls with whicli 
thoy shoot tho cattle. Tho peasants say 
f h(!£ frequently find such balls made Of hair 
and nail-parings inline stomachs of the cows^ 
afid th6 wound made by tho shot, still sensi- 
tive, Is frcfiuenlly found. Tho animal may 
bo cured by passing au awl over this wound 
from west to cast threo tiroes. Others say 
that bats carry cuttings from, nails to Satan, 
wKb thus obtains power over man. 


A curious Jewish tradition, reports that 


Adam was entirely elotacd in n hard liofty 
slria, and only lost it, and became subject'to 
evil spirits on losing paradise. Tho nails 
are tho remnants of this dress, but they 
aru net sacred and \vhoovor cuts thorn olt, 
dfid throws the cuttings away, does Iximsclf 
an injury. An old Persian chronicle- says 
that Eve also posessed-this dress, and W; 
nCtlls were left to remind them of tho Ioss6f 
pfiradise. 


A Scotch remedy of the seventeenth cen- 


tury for convulsions, was to ta'no the nail- 
j5a'ring's, hair from the eyebrows, anil from 
tho top of the head of the person, affected, 
put them in a piaco of llueu with a cent,nnd 
put whero some one would got them. The 
Under would take the disease. For epilepsy, 
bury tho cuttings from foot and hands, 
mixed with liair cuttings and cinders (from 
the lour corners of tho hearth, on the spot 
whero the patient was attacked. 


A tale is told of a Morocco sorcerer who 


attempted to euro a European lady ol some- 
LUrLCSs. Ho asserted that an evil spirit 
caused tho disease, and gave her a talisman 
to carry for seven days, during whieu sho 
was to live upon millet mixed in honey, and 
plain soup mado of a young black cock. Tho 
seventh clay she must eat her nails, and by 
so doing would cut oft tho evil spirit. 


Charms and amulets arc sometimes mado 


of nail-cuttings. Ia tho Punjaub, they arc 
mixed with hair from tha mustacho of a 
leopard or tiger, with human bones, and a 
certain kind ol root. Tho whole is reduced 
to a powder, put in a copper or silver box. 
and suspended about the necks of new-born 
children, to preserve them from evil spirits. 


In Sicily, to avoid trouble, a piece of money 


must bo put into a child's hands tho first 
tiino its nails aro trimmed. Andalusian 
mothers carefully cut them bahind tho door 
it-they wish tho child to become a good 
singer, while- Korthambcrland peasants 
bury tao first cuttings under an ash tree for 
tbo same reason. 


It is a general belief in Franco among tho 


lowers order that a decoction made by dis- 
solving tho nail-parings in any liquid is 
poisonous. In Deux Sevres, if mixed in 
wise, they form an intoxicating bovcrago. 


Otlior "Worlds Than Oura. 


Keccnt improvements in telescopes have 


enabled astronomers to make interesting 
discoveries, and iu is positively assorted by 
Sij. Schlaparelli, of Milan, who, it is said, 
has tlio finest instrument in too world, 
thatllars is inhabited by a people somewhat 
like ourselves. Ho has mado tho wonder- 
ful discovery of a scries of canals m that 
planet. They aro nearly a hundred miles 
wide, and run from tho sea-coast to theia- 
toi'lor. According to Prof. E. A. Boj-lo other 
astronomers iiavo seen the same phenome- 
na.
